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MOSEY AXO THE BANKS.
The New York Indicator draws

gloomy inference as to the state of trade,

as shown by tho condition of the New

York banks. It says the week endio
FeVirnarv 8th broueht an increase of

OTer $2,000,000 in the bank deposit,
while loats increased only fcrOO.TOO. The
reserve was $143,51)0,000, and the surplus
$55,000,000. Tho specie reserve has been
further increased $3.GOG,000, while legal
tenders bive decreased over $2,000,000.

Since January 1st the banks have in
creased their specie $17,500,000, and

their legal tenders only $300,000. The
banks have more idle money than they

an afford to hold; they would put it to
use were it possible, but they have been
unable to find employment for the large
sums that have poured upon them. In
March, 1SS4, the banks had $57,000,000

out in loans more than now. The InJi
eator concludes that "no truer indication
of business deprsion is to be found

than in these figures, and, unfortunately,
there is no evidence of an immediate
ahange. It is only a reiteration
of what has been said every week for
about four inoaths rast to remark that
the bank statement is a plain indication
of the unfortunate condition of busi
ness." For all this. Congress will sepa
rate without having done anything to re
lieve the pressure that is driving em
ployers into baukruptcy and workmen to
destitution.

S1PLOTHENT FOB COSV ICT.
The exposure so boldly and earnestly

made by the Nashville Banner of the
shameful penitentiary system.has aroused
the moral sentiment and benevolent in
stincts of every intelligent, self-respe-

ing citizen n the State of Tennessee.
That the present plan of leasing out the
labor of the convicts is conducive to

ruelty, wrong and wholesale murder is

evident. It is also highly objectionable
as a gross and shameful wrong perpetra
ted upon the. honest workingman. There
are hundreds upon hundreds of men
now seeking work who would be glad cf
a steady place as a miner, yet these con-

victs, whose living is too much like that
of animals to cost much, are kept at the
work that ought to be theirs, by the
odious, cruel, inexcusable penitentiary
system pursued by the Stts. Other
miners, because thev are not convict.",
are deprived of work or have their wages
lowered by the necessity of working ic
competition with men that are. It is
oppression, and outrage and Wrong that
makes the desperate, despairing dyna
miter and Nihilist, if ever anything was

calculated to make a dynamiter, an enemy
of society, and a destructive, such wrongs
as are connected with the Tennessee
penitentiary system is that thing. But
what shall we do with the convicts, it is
asked, if we release them from the
atrocious system bow in operation? It
will not do to maintain them in idleness
when those who pay the taxes have to
work hard. Whatever weight such an
objection may have elsewhere, it hai
none in Tennessee. The prosperity
of the State is materially ob
structed by bad roads. If our farmers
had roads along which they could readily
reacn market, it commerce had at lta
oomuiani the advantage of good roads
for tran?porting merchandise, our trade
would increase. Horseflesh, harness
and wear and tear of vehicles wonld be
aved. We want purchasers for our sur-

plus lands and to have our uncultivated
places occupied by active and prosperous
eitiiens. Nothing will attract settlers
more than goods roads, for good roads
are evidence of the presence of energy
and thrift among the people, and are at:
assurance of prosperity to the new
corner. In every way good roads pay;
et the convicts to working them. They

will displace Dobody, for nobody
is quarryios stone or breaking
it fjr roadj, or grading roads now,
for most of our roads are left
little changed from what nature
made l hem. The convicts working ;
the public roads of the State will etoj.
no honest man's employment, and they
will add to the wenlth of the State a rich
return compared with which the paltry
$101,000 a year paid to sustain the pres-
ent Tennessee peniten-
tiary plan is a contemptible trifle. Would
the men be safe from escaping if worked
on the roads? is asked. We might an-

swer by aakintr does the present bar-
barous plan keep them from escaping?
The penitentiary reports show that it
does not. That the escape objeetion is
groundless, however, is disproved by tho
large amount of road-gradin- g convicts
have done elsewhere. The wonderful
piece of railway work done on the
mountains between Asheville and Char-
lotte, N. C., was done by convict labor.
Let us demand that the Legislature wipe
out the damning spot that now couples
the name of Tennessee with disgrace, and
substitute- - a system of road-makin- g that
will not only increase the prosperity of
the State, but will do honor to it by ex-
hibiting euergy, a wise application or
eonvict labor and obedience to the dio-tate- s

of Christianity and humanity.

BOSTOX ASB THE SILVER DOLL. IN.
The Boston ISulk'.in, speaking of tbe

recent trouble there on account of tie
seanty supply of currency everywhere
available at par. says the flooding witk
silver certificates brought a premium
upon New York funds, that latter city
using gold and greenbacks. New York
funds rose in Boston from seventy-fiv- e

oenu to $1 per $1000. The express
harge between the two cities is forty

nts, consequently gold was at a pre-
mium of thirty-fiv- e to sixty cents. Sev-
en,! Boston banks forwarded $1,000,000
ia silver certificates, which resulted in a
decline in New York funds to from sixty
to seventy five per cent. The Bulletin
therefore judges that the outlook in the
United Spates is very serious, as not
only we are drifting toward silver mono-meta'.is-

but toward a currency of treas-
ury notes or of greenbacks. The present
paper currency amounts to $1,501,000,000,
while the amount sf free gold in the
Treasury is but $131,000,000. If thingj
go on as at present, the government will
be unable to meet obligations in gold.
Detatched in this way from the monetary
system of other commercial nations.
prices in the United States will adjust
themselves to the basis of the eighty-fou- r
or eighty-fivo-ee- silver dollar and gold
will be at a premium, or rather the silver
dollar will circulate onlyatits true valuo.
By the late Supreme Court decision,
Congress can issue legal-tend- notes to
any amount, redeemable only in silver, as
gold payments would be suspended.

Ihe present nominal surplus of $51,- -
000,000 in the New York banks repre
sents an excess of legal rcserve.but would
not represent an excess of loanable funds
if the $95,000,000 of gold in the vaults
of those banks is put at a premium
through the suspension of gold pay
ments. The reserve of loanable funds
would then show a deficit of
instead of a surplus of $31,000,000. What
more probable than that an immediate
demand would then be made upon Con
gress to relieve the stringency of the
money market by an increased issue of
.greeuback??" Such an inflation would
at as i stimulus, advancing prices at
first to bring dutress in the end, for fall-

ing to th. eighty-fou- r oraignty-fire-cen- t

dollar would necessitate an advanse in
the figures of prices, although the gold
value rsmainsd tbe same. In Mneluaiea,

our Boston contemporary says that with
such a depreciated currency "our coun-
try could never get back into communi-
cation with the monetary Bystcm of the
rest of the world without going through
the painful process of contraction, which
must always follow inflation." Since
the silver bill of February, 1S7S, was
passed 190,000,000 of silver dollars have
been coined, The price of silver in Lon
don was then fifty-fiv- e pence an ounce; it
fell to forty-nin- e and one-ha- lf pence,
and is now about fifty pence. The
amount of silver taken to coin into the
depreciated dollars prevented the price
going still lower. The experiment of

making 412 grains of silver worth a dol-

lar has failed. At first that dollar was

worth ninety-thre- e cents; the decline in
the value of silver has reduced its pres- -

eut value to about eighty-fou- r and one-ha- lf

cents; at one time it approached
eighty-thre- e cents. Under the condition
of things the only step that will prevent
coming calamity is to stop the coinage of
the silver dollar.

THE GEORGIA C'OITOX TRADE.
The Boston Journal of Commerce has

He says: "The nat
ural temperament of the white working
people-'n- o blacks are employed is of a
very intelligent order, and so far as this
is concerned there is no want of an nt

foundation upon which to con
struct a skillful class of help. But
while this is very apparent to any ob
server, the absence of persistensy of
purpose seriously interferes with its
usalulness, and trustrates attempts at
proficiency as the result of perseverin
application. Inconstancy ot energy is
largely owing to climatic influences, but
more, perhaps, to the unappreciation of

the necessity of earning more than for
immediate needs." Bleaching establish
menu are required, but the foul cooui
tion ot the water is an obstacle, and to
filter it would be a great expense. If
this barrier to success can be overcome,
Georgia will soon increase its trade and
its profits by bleaching its own goods
and fitting them for the market.

A SOCIAL PFZZLE,
The Appeal, a few days ago, dis-

cussed the question of the effect of low-

ering wages upon business generally,
showing that when wages re lowered no
especial advantage eomes to any particu-
lar employer, as when a portion of them
decrease wages the rest follow suit. Also,
that lowering wages does not induce
increased buying, as the consumption of
the large slass of persons dependent
upon wages decreases ia proportion to
the reduction made in their incomes.
There is, bssides, loss on all stock on
hand, as it has to be sold at the lower
prices that follow diminished wajies.
This week's Bradslreet't has an article
that confirms this view of the ease. The
article says that a vary large proportion
of the people, that is to say a large pro-

portion of the consumers of products.
are laborers or small farmers. Of
the former, many are ont of work, and
have had their wajea reduced; of

Ha'T"" many are embarrassed by
want ot a sufficient market for their rro- -

diice. Thus the farmer suffers beeatitf
he cannot sell what the laborer is sufTer- -
mg for because he cannot buy. This ina
bility to buy embarrasses the manufactur-
er as well as the farmer, and their embar-
rassments cause more laborers to be dis-
charged from their work. Thus the sort
of economy that decreases the pay of the
laborer adds to the existing trouble.
Hen ce, says BradMtrett's article, "a gen-
eral revival among manufacturers can
hardly be ant;cipated until the very low-

est grade of workmen get out upon the
soil, or find again their usual steady em-
ployment." Protection, while stimu-
lating production and increase ol the in-

strumentalities of production, has re-
stricted the market for our products.
Therefore embarrassment comes from the
snpply being beyond the demand,
and lowering workingmen's wages,
by further restricting consumption,
help still further to limit demand. By
a strange contradiction in our methods
too little is eonsumed because too much
is produced. It would sound odd to
hear a farmer say that his cattle, which
he had turned out on 1000 acres of rich
prairie, were starving for want of grass,
although they had done very well as
long as they were confined to a lot of 100
acres. Something like that appears to
be the condition of our working people.
With a certain amount of shoes made
their feet were all comfortably covered,
but when more shoes are nude they find
it difficult to get the commonest in the
market to wear. This contradiction of
things is so out of order with the gen-

eral current of events that there surely
must be a way out of the puzzling maze,
lis will be a great benefactor to man-
kind who shall discover that way.

In ahout an hour after
they left Abe Turk and all the family
heard the report of a gun in the direction
they went, jlartin liutlv bad a double-
barreled shotgun with him. On Saturday
morning early, as George Willis was going
to his traps, he came across the place
where a man had been murdered. Seeing
large pieces of tbe skull, hair and braiua
s altered aiout, he ran and told Mr. iaQ-or- y

Spratlin,- - who went back there with
him, and they saw where a man had been
dragged through the sand down the bank
and thrown into the river. Search was
immediately instituted for the murderer,
and the man Thomas Neely, who was left
at tbe camp, was arrest-i- . He recognized
